Applicants wish to thank the examiners for the courtesy extended to Applicants' 
representative during a telephone interview conducted on December 30, 2009. The participants 
were Exr. Fred Casca, SPE Paul Harper, and David Ward, Reg. No. 45 198. A summary of the 
substance of the issues discussed during the interview is included below. 

At the outset, Examiner Casca stated he would have to consider Applicants' claims and 
remarks, submitted in the Amendment filed December 29, 2009, in greater detail to determine 
whether they overcome the 35 L'SC 1 12. first paragraph rejections. 

With regard to the art-based rejections, the arguments presented in the above-mentioned 
Amendment were discussed. The examiners stated their belief that the claims presented in the 
Amendment do not distinguish over the applied references. 



The examiners suggested amending the claims to recite that information of a number of 
subcarriers is extracted from a received data message, so as to distinguish the claimed subject 
matter from the references' disclosures of counting the number of received subcarriers.
